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Introduction 


I am very pleased to welcome you to my first mail-bid sale. For the past five years, 1 have been issuing fixed 
price lists of numismatic literature and have been gratified by the response given my efforts. For quite some 
time before issuing that first formal list, I dabbled in this specialty, buying and selling books here and there. 
Indeed, I ran my first ad offering numismatic literature for sale in the May 1988 issue of Penny-Wise, while I was 
still in high school. Twenty years is quite an incubation period, and I’m very happy to be here today offering 
the following sale. 

The material included in this inaugural sale spans the entire range of numismatics. Works examining ancient, 
medieval and modern coins, as well as tokens, medals and paper money, are presented. Sections are devoted to 
books, periodicals, sales catalogues and bibliographies. Publications spanning six centuries and a dozen 
languages are included. Standard references sit alongside obscure volumes, and lavishly produced bindings 
share the page with paper-covered pamphlets. I hope that each of you finds some material of interest in this 
sale. 

The contents of the sale have been arranged in an effort to make browsing easy for the reader. The table of 
contents outlines the basic divisions, and an index is provided at the end of catalogue. I would remind readers 
that relevant material may sometimes be found in different sections: a collector of colonial coins of North 
America, for instance, would be poorly served by reading only the section on U.S. numismatics. I should also 
point out that the text of this catalogue is available in PDF form from my Web site: www.fanningbooks.com. 
The PDF allows one to search the entire text by keywords: a very valuable tool for locating what you are 
looking for. 

One of the advantages of the online catalogues I have been issuing in recent years is that it is economically 
feasible to illustrate in color as many lots as I have time to photograph. That is not the case with a printed 
catalogue, and photographs have by necessity been relegated to a few color pages, with a sprinkling of grayscale 
images throughout the text. As always, feel free to call or e-mail if you have questions about the appearance or 
condition of an item. 

Speaking of condition, please see “A Few Notes on Condition” toward the end of this catalogue. 1 am a 
conservative grader, and use the generally accepted grading designations adopted by the book world. Excepting 
those cases where a copy of a work is simply new, “fine” is the highest grade given to items. 

Thank you for your past support. I hope you enjoy this catalogue and that it is the first of many.

An Act Establishing a Mint, and Regulating the Coins of the United States

The entire U.S. Senate proceedings, including Acts and votes, of the hirst Session of the Second Congress, October 1791 through May 
1792. Includes the full text of the unamended “Act Establishing a Mint, and Regulating the Coins of the United States,” and much of 
the discussion and debate from October 1791 leading up to the passage of the foundational Act. Also includes discussion of the later 
House bill, “An Act to Provide for a Copper Coinage.” Of unparalleled importance and quite rare. 

The history of the Mint Act goes back to Alexander Hamilton’s January 28, 1791 report to the 1 louse of Representatives on 
establishing a Mint and a uniform currency. This report drew upon earlier efforts, but Hamilton’s work was the seed from which the 
final Act really grew. Hamilton’s report had to contend with the chaotic currency systems in place in the U.S. markets, which varied 
considerably across time and place. The crux of the matter was that the U.S. economy was tied to the coinages of foreign nations, and 
that U.S. sovereignty was not fully realized under such a system of dependence. Thomas Jefferson had much to say about Hamilton’s 
report, as did Robert Morris, the senator to whom the final proposals were given. On March 3, 1791, Congress passed a Mint Act, 
albeit one that did little but authorize the President to hire the necessary personnel and purchase the required equipment. It did 
nothing to establish a U.S. currency or coinage in any practical way. 

The above leads up to the events chronicled in the present volume. On October 25, 1791, George Washington reminded the entire 
Congress that “The disorder in the existing currency, and especially the scarcity of small change, a scarcity so peculiarly distressing to 
the poorer classes, strongly recommend the carrying into immediate effect the resolution already entered into concerning the 
establishment of a Mint. Measures have been taken pursuant to that resolution for procuring some of the most necessary Artists, 
together with the requisite Apparatus.” On October 31, a committee was formed of Senators Morris, King, Izzard, Cabot and Henry 
to work on the Act. On December 21, the committee’s bill had its first reading, followed by a second reading beginning on December 
26. On January 5, 1792, the bill entered its third reading, with amendments concerning personnel, reports, reverse designs and other 
subjects discussed. The amendments being agreed upon, the entire text of the Act is printed in the Journal for January 12, 1792 (pages 
90_96 of the present volume). This version of the Act retained the wording in Section X mandating the likeness of the president on 
U.S. coins. The bill was sent to the House for their approval, but they sent it back on March 26 with an amendment to this section, 
which the Senate initially refused. After the House adhered to its amendment, the Senate receded from its disagreement. The bill was 
enrolled on March 28 and signed on March 30 by Vice-President John Adams, following the signing of the bill by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. On April 2, 1792, the following announcement is made: “The President of the United States has this day 
approved and signed ‘the act establishing a mint, and regulating the coins of the United States.’” 

The discussions reported in this volume are important not only for their record of what came to pass, but for their illustration of 
notions that never made the leap into actuality. The discussion of reverse designs on January 9, 1792 is particularly interesting: “And 
upon the reverse of each of the said silver coins, in the center of the exergue, there shall be an engraving of two hands united, and 
around the margin of the piece as many circles linked together as there shall be States in the union at the time of the coinage, each 
circle containing the initial letters of the name of its respective State; and between the representation of the united hands and the 
circles aforesaid, there shall be this inscription in an annular form: ‘Dollar of the United States of America,’ where the coinage shall be 
of a dollar, but where the coinage shall be of parts of a dollar, expressing the same accordingly.” 

There are only three recorded 1792 printings of the “Act Establishing a Mint,” the other two being only the text of the Act itself, 
without the Congressional context leading up to and surrounding it. Only the present printing gives this important contextual 
information, allowing the reader to appreciate the Act’s full significance. This copy is in excellent condition, with an attractive binding 
that, while modern, is in contemporary style. As the pages are also in immaculate condition, with wide margins and the original wavy 
texture resulting from good paper being bitten with hot type, this volume is more pleasant to read than most publications of 100 years 
later, which are generally encountered in worse condition and which are almost universally printed with inferior materials. 

Other important legislation discussed in this session included the establishment of a post office, uniform militia laws and laws 
regarding protection of the frontiers and the Ohio Territory. Evans 24911. (See color plates')

A defense of numismatics written in the form of a discourse between Cynthio, Eugenius and Philander, followed by three series of 
woodcut plates of Roman coins, and preceded by Alexander Pope’s “Verses Occasion’d by Mr. Addison’s Treatise of Medals.” Addison 
was one of the most important English essayists, and was, through The Spectator (which he published with Richard Steele), one of the 
guardians of good taste at the time (see lot 307). His opinions on the merits of coin collecting mattered. This volume also includes 
Addison’s “The Present State of the War” and “Of the Christian Religion.” Lipsius 4. ( See color plates)

Two significant works, not usually encountered bound together. Jacob de Bie’s work (first published in 1615) is based on the 
collection of Charles, Duke of Croy and Arschot, Prince de Chimay (1560-1612), and had the involvement of the Canon of Antwerp, 
Jean Hemelaers, according to Babelon. Fatherjean Hardouin (1646—1729) was librarian at the Louis de Grande College and, oddly, 
was convinced not only that all ancient coins were modern forgeries but that the Benedictines were behind their production. Despite 
this, he wrote several works on ancient coins that Babelon finds worthy of mention, including this one. Brunet 1:939 (1738 edition), 
Lipsius 45 and 46 (Bie).

Jesuit scholar Erasmus I'roelich (1700-1758) was the 
librarian and a professor < > t archaeology at the Vienna Theresianum and a noted numismatist. He was a teacher of Joseph Eckhel, who 
credited I roclich with introducing him to numismatics ( Numi veteres anecdoti, 1775). Babelon credits Froelich’s works with doing much 
to advance the science of numismatics (Traite, Vol. 1, cols. 169-170). An interesting sidenote is that this volume was printed by a 
woman, Maria Theresia Voigtin ( vidua = the widow). Lipsius 134—135. ( See color plates!)

Notes from Adams to Guttag on Spanish American Coins

therein, and was written to Guttag in order to give him advice on the building of his collection. The two works from which the plates 
are reproduced are unidentified within, but are Aloiss Heiss’s Description general de las monedas l lispano-Cristianas desde la invasion de los 
Arabes (24 plates) and Manuel Vidal Quadras y Ramon’s Catalogo de la collection de monedasy medallas de Manuel Vida!Quadrasy Ramon de 
Barcelona (23 plates). The Vidal Quadras y Ramon work is specifically mentioned as a source in the Adams volume on the Guttag 
collection. Indeed, there are several references to “your Coin Book” and “the Coin Book” throughout the typewritten pages (which 
for the first set of plates are typewritten in black ink, and for the second in blue ink), testifying that these pages are notes between 
Adams and Guttag compiled during the planning stages of the 1929 Adams volume. Guttag’s introduction to the Adams catalogue 
states that his collection was “started at the suggestion of’ Adams, making this group of papers a remarkable record of the building of 
a collection.

Each plate illustrates the obverse and reverse of a particular medal 
issued in commemoration of an important event in the life of Louis 
XV. This work was issued in at least five emissions (of which this is 
the third), each successive production adding more plates as the 
monarch’s reign progressed. The cumulative and ongoing nature of 
the work has created some confusion on the part of bibliographers, 
confusion which is amplified by the fact that earlier emissions appear 
under the name of Godonnesche, while later ones are signed by G.R. 

Fleurimont. The five issues known to this cataloguer are as follows: 

1) with 33 plates, the last dated 1727, with a dedication signed by 
Godonnesche; 2) with 52 plates, the last dated 1734, with a 
dedication signed by Godonnesche [reported by Librairie Clermont]; 

3) with 54 plates, the last dated 1736, with a dedication signed by 
Godonnesche; 4) with 64 plates, the last dated 1745, with a 
dedication signed by Fleurimont; 5) with 78 plates, the last dated 
1748, with a dedication signed by Fleurimont. David Edmunds, in 
his thirtieth John Drury' catalogue (1977) lists a third emission signed 
by Fleurimont, though this may be in error. Clas-Ove Strandberg, in his catalogue of the Queen Lovisa Ulrike collection of 
numismatic literature, simplifies matters by suggesting that Gonnesche and Fleurimont are one and the same. Godonnesche was an 
engra\ t1 and curator ot the royal cabinet of medals. In 1731, he contributed satirical engravings to a title byJ.L. Boursier, Lixptication 
abregee ilt s principals questions qm out rapport aux affairespresentes, for which he lost his position and was sent to the Bastille. Upon his 
i ek ase, Strandberg believes, Godonnesche continued to publish his work under the name of Fleurimont.

Chretien de (Christian von) 
Mechel (1737—1817) was a highly skilled Swiss engraver, being “graveur de S.A.S. Monseigneur PElecteur Palatin et membre de 
diverses academies,” according to the 1778 title page. His work on Hedlinger medals is one of his finest efforts, and is generally 
encountered as here, with a 1778-dated text volume married to a 1776-dated plate volume. David Edmunds (John Drury) has written 
of this work that “It is a work of art in its own right, the engravings of medals rivalling or surpassing any that had previously been 
published.” The binding of this copy is just marvelous, combining a richly gilt floriated spine in contemporary fashion with marbled 
paper boards done in a style approaching but not quite Art Nouveau, almost certainly the product of the late 19th century. Where this 
combination would clash in the hands of a lesser binder, this is a lovely volume whose character is enhanced by its somewhat unusual 
binding.

A significant and well-executed electrotype plate by one of the more prominent electrotypers of the day, with an outstanding, if 
ultimately unverifiable, provenance. The base of the plate reads: ENTERED ACCORDING TO ACT OF CC)NGRESS IN THE YEAR 1859 BY 
S.H. BLACK IN THE CLERK’S OFFICE OF THE DISTRICT COURT OF THE UNITED STATES FOR THE SOUTHERN DISTRICT OF NEW YORK. 
Samuel H. Black’s electrotyped tokens, based in appearance on the large cent, are covered by Rulau in U.S. Merchant Tokens 1845-1860 , 
where he notes of Black that “his business disappears from the New York directories after 1861, so he may have gone off to war, or 
the war may have caused him to abandon his business for another.” An article in the Neir York Times of Feb. 28, 1861, however, 
suggests another cause. The article describes how Black was indicted and prosecuted for counterfeiting cents, after admitting to a 
policeman that he distributed his tokens wholesale at 600 for $5 and had little trouble passing them at one cent each. The jury found 
Black not guilty, but the experience may have soured him on their further issuance. The provenance of this item is intriguing: the 
frame is clearly of the time period, as is the hand identifying it as the President’s. Other than that, there is little in the way of evidence 
that this belonged to Buchanan: all one can say is that there is nothing to suggest that the handwritten note is incorrect. It may help to 
keep in mind that, while a provenance tracing back to Buchanan may add value to an item now, it wouldn’t necessarily have at the 
time, as Buchanan was very unpopular for failing to prevent the Civil War. A fascinating piece. (See color plates)

This bill would have mandated the legal tender status of Confederate notes and laid out 
specific penalties for refusing CSA currency. Thomas Jefferson Foster (1809-1887), the originator of the bill, was a representative 
from Alabama to the CSA Congress from 1862 to 1865, and served as a colonel in the Confederate Army.

Secretary' of War, writes on Dec. 29, 1864 to Treasury Secretary G.A. Trenholm that “the requisitions of the Quartermaster General 
unanswered now amount to the sum of 5128,360,584.87” and that “the Department is constantly importuned for the payment of 
money due for necessary supplies which have already been furnished, and is constantly advised that supplies cannot be obtained for 
the want of the requisite funds. Its whole service is in a fair way to perish from inanition.” Seddon feels that this feeds into the general 
lack of faith in the CSA government’s credit: “I am satisfied that the discredit of the government has arisen, in a measure, from the 
delay that has been made in the liquidation of these pressing, urgent and meritorious claims.” An increased issue of CSA currency may 
be part of the solution, he suggests: “1 am aware of the many strong considerations that induce the restriction of issue as far as 
practicable, but I venture to suggest, that the currency itself probably suffers more discredit from the failure to meet the engagements 
of the government, than could result from inflation by the issue necessary to redeem them.” The ramifications of inaction are also 
spelled out for Trenholm’s sake: “You can scarcely realize to what extent the inability or failure to meet the obligations of the 
department has been prolific of mischief. It has been the occasion or excuse for desertion, marauding, sale of clothing and 
equipments, among soldiers. It has prevented the accumulation of supplies; it has affected the efficiency of transportation; it has 
produced carelessness or indifference among contractors; officers are resentful, and soldiers reckless, discontented and suffering. Most 
serious apprehension that unless the indebtedness of this department now existing, can be provided for without delay, that its 
i iperations cannot, with daily increasing obstructions, embarrassments and antagonisms among the people themselves, be carried on.” 
Trenholm, in reply, expresses his “sincere regret at the embarrassment arising from the inadequate supply of means at the command 
of the War Department,” but states, “that there should be so large an amount of requisition unsatisfied does not proceed, as supposed, 
from the effort to restrict the issue of treasury notes. However desirable it was to repress the enlargement of the currency, it was 
clearly impossible to w ithhold any part of the proportion of notes applicable to the payment of expenditures.” He cites specific figures, 
showing the amount needed versus the amount actually at hand. A fascinating look at the CSA economy at the dawn of its final year.

11 Rdes, a member of the Colonial Society of Massachusetts and the Prince Society. The plates appear to be the same as those in the 
published two v<>lume work, with the first set focusing on early genuine and counterfeit Massachusetts currency, and the second set 
focusing on fiscal paper and legal documents relating to the history of banking in colonial Massachusetts.

In 1878, George Merritt, one of fid. Frossard’s first important customers, decided to sell his collection of early American coppers. The 
resulting sale of Jan. 3, 1879 was F’rossard’s first important auction. He had photographic plates made for the catalogue, but decided 
that it was best to use the opportunity to write a book, illustrating it with pieces taken from the collection (as well as a few from the 
Parmelee collection, which make up the ninth plate). The plates were ready six months prior to the book’s publication (which was 
probably late August 1879). Three hundred copies of this overview of the early American coppers were printed and accompanied by 
nine high-quality plates with various die marriages drawn in red (this is number 89 of 300). The plates were intended not only to 
illustrate the various die varieties, but to assist the collector in learning how to grade properly: throughout the work, Frossard provides 
his own opinion of the grades of the pieces illustrated. While perhaps not an essential contribution to the study of US numismatics, 
the book is a good overview of both series and one of the earliest to deal with die varieties for dates past 1794. The Monograph 
described two varieties of 1794 cent for the first time in book form (Frossard having previously catalogued them for the Merritt sale), 
and it may deserve credit for first describing the 1831 and 1836 second restrike half cents. The work also weighed in on the 
disputatious subject of 1852 half cent restrikes and other sources of numismatic controversy. While the middle and later dates are 
described in less detail, the fact that they were described at all is worthy of mention. Oddly, the Monograph ai times is more concerned 
with describing the coins Frossard had available on the plates than with being complete: something for which W. Elliot Woodward 
criticized it. This aside, Frossard’s Monograph is of considerable historical importance as one of the early major works on larg 
and half cents.

An interesting group of letters between members of the large cent fraternity during and immediately after the Second World War. 

There are six signed, handwritten letters from Geiss: 1) Oct. 1, 1943, addressed simply “Dear Sir,” but in the context of the group 
almost certainly written to Carl D. Sherwood. 2) Dec. 21, 1943 to Sherwood. 3) Dec. 31, 1943 to Sherwood. 4) Feb. 4, 1944 to 
Sherwood. 5) Mar. 24, 1944 to “Mr. Sheldon,” possibly William Sheldon, but just as likely an absentminded error for Sherwood. 

6) June 15, 1944 to Sherwood. There are four typewritten, hand-signed letters from Sawicki: 1) July 20, 1944 to Sherwood. 2) July 27, 
1944 to Sherwood. 3) Nov. 16, 1945 to Leonard Holland. 4) Nov. 26, 1945 to Holland. The letters by Geiss mostly concern his efforts 
to improve upon what by this point would have been a very advanced collection of large cents. Geiss was an old school collector, 
noting in his second letter that “I rate coins Unc / V. Fine / Fine / Good / Fair,” with a note to the side saying “I only buy these,” 
pointing to “L'nc” and “V. Fine.” He wasn’t shy about returning coins {“1797 is not my type of coin. I only want vey fine and uncirculated'-, 
“the 1805 is i mly fine not very' fine”; “1 am returning the 1797. Please keep in mind that 1 am trying to improve my sets. That is why 
you may think I am a little over critical”). One of the more interesting letters goes into some detail about his purchases: “1 bought the 
1839 over 36 from Pearl collection. 1 now have 2 of these in very fine condition. 1 bought last month from Stack 1793 Unc Gems 

. . . almt'st perfect. ... 1 think prices are too high but am afraid thev will go 

higher. I bought from Johnson in St. Louis yesterday a nice 1796 Liberty Cap for 125.00 and a bust type for 150.00 really a gem. That 
about completes my cents 1 have 3 sets now.” Three of his letters include want lists. Geiss went on to sell his collection through 
B. Max Mehl (I cb. 18, 1947), and his letters make for very interesting reading. The letters by Sawicki regard cents sent to him on 
approval In 1 lolland and Sherwood, neither of whom made much money off him if these letters are any indication. To Sherwood, he 
writes of a 1799 cent, “1 would be very happy to purchase the coin for that sum or possibly a little more if it was not corroded and if 
the color was not black.” In a letter to Holland, he sends back two cents and sums up his approach to collecting by saying, “1 am in 
the market for large cents that are absolutely in perfect condition. In other words 1 want coins in as near gem condition as it is possible 
to secure.” The results of this seeming pickiness are to be seen in Stack’s sale of Feb. 27, 1954, which included the bulk of his 
collection.

He provides a history of New York currency, establishing the proper context with a discussion of the greater economy and early 
struggles to establish a circulating medium of exchange. He then presents a catalogue of the various issues, discussing each one 
separately and going into the background of each note, giving information on number printed, signers, designs and so forth. An 
excellent early U.S. numismatic work.

The first two volumes 
provide a detailed financial history of Pennsylvania, with considerable numismatic information to be found. 1 loldsworth’s Foreword 
sets the scene well: “Philadelphia was for long not only the political seat and capital of the country but the financial center as well. Ii 
was here that the American Revolution was financed through the patriotic efforts of Robert Morris and his associates. Here was 
established under the masterly financial genius of Alexander Hamilton the First Bank of the United States which contributed so largely 
to the establishment and maintenance of the credit of the new-bom Republic among the nations of the world. It was the home of the 
first United States Mint for the coinage of the country’s metallic money; also of the Treasury Department of the United States until the 
seat of Government was removed to the new capital, Washington.” The colonial, Confederation and early Federal eras of the state’s 
history are covered well. These volumes are especially well-illustrated, even compared to Cross’s impressive works on California banks 
(see lot 184), and include many banknote illustrations.

Washingtoniana is less devoted fcA' 

to the life of Washington than it is to recording all of the events and activities 

which surrounded the death of the first president, a number of which have strong IpSY 

numismatic connections. Hough’s work is a masterpiece of 19th-century American 1 

printing, having been given special attention by printer Joel Munsell. Issued in a IKfe ': 

limited edition of 200 copies in royal octavo (of which this is one), 85 copies in 

quarto, and 6 quarto copies on Whatman’s drawing paper, Washingtoniana is a 

remarkable example of American printing of the period. Munsell was one of the fey ( 

finest printers in the country, and his work on historical productions such as this is 

widely admired. He is known to numismatists for being the printer of W. Elliot 

Woodward’s Historical Series (as well as some of his sale catalogues) and of Henry Ki 

Phillips's I listoricalSketches of early American paper money (see lot 248). Munsell t 

lists this work on page 136 of his Bibliotheca Munsetliana , citing 90 copies on large 

paper. David S. Edelstein’s Joel Munsell: Printer and Antiqurian (1950) lavishes 

particular praise on this work, describing it as one that “commends itself to the 

lover of fine printing.” Hough (1822-1885) was a medical doctor, historian and is 

considered the Father of American Forestry (having been the first head of the U.S. I

Johnston’s small volume was the first overview of the U.S. Mint and the minting process written particularly with the visitor to the 
Mint in mind. Superseded entirely in the following decade by the larger works of A.M. Smith and George Evans, this little contribution 
has long been forgotten. An early owner apparently took umbrage at Johnston’s insinuation that the U.S. government was correct in 
not putting much time or money into the national coin collection (it being an extravagance and all), writing below her Prefatory' 

(signed E.B.J.), ‘“E. B. J.’ may well be ashamed to give her full name, sec her precious remarks page 21—22.” At the point in the text in 
question, our anonymous critic writes, “Bah! you poor crow!!”

The 
various works on coins that have been published, are too elaborate, and consequently too costly, to come within general reach, and 
manv do not contain the information most important to the student in Numismatics, or the young collector; such, for instance, as 
the market value of coins.” Jones based his values on public and private sales of the five preceding years. “Allowance must be made, 
in some cases,” he later notes, “as to the condition of the coins sold; as, for instance, what one may call ‘uncirculated,’ others would 
only denominate as fine, or very good.” Perhaps unsurprisingly, Jones singles out Cogan for especial praise, saying that his grading is

A lovely copy of what is probably the most extravagantly produced work ever published on any aspect of American numismatics, in a 
binding that strongly suggests that it was specially bound by the author. Loubat was a wealthy man, and spared no expense in the 
production of this work. The fine thick paper was specially commissioned from Blanchet Freres & Kleber, Rives, France. The 
exquisite plates were engraved by Jules Jacquemart and printed by A. Salmon of Paris, while the text was printed via letterpress by 
Francis I iart & Co., of New York. Determining the emission sequence of the various issues and editions,of Loubat’s masterpiece is an 
exercise in frustration, perhaps because the publisher was also the author, who seemed to enjoy tinkering with the book. This copy is a 
first edition, dated 1878, but has the second issue title page, which lists Loubat’s various affiliations and titles in a somewhat different 
form than in the first issue. It also includes the 8-page supplement of testimonials bound in at the end of the text, also indicative of the 
second issue (the testimonials include one dated April 1879). However, it also includes a rare “Additions and Corrections” slip, bound 
in before the testimonial supplement, and the corrections called for on the slip have not been made in the text, which based on what 
little has been published on the bibliography of this work indicates that the text is of the first issue. The size of the volumes doesn’t 
help settle these questions: at 36 by 26 cm, it was slightly trimmed, no matter what the initial size was (the sizes of the first and second 
issues van somewhat). The binding of this copy is also somewhat of a mystery. It does not appear to be a rebinding of a copy issued 
in the <triginal orange cloth binding. The endsheets are gilt at the top, which would generally not be the case when rebinding a work 
the pages of which were already gilt. The gilding would almost certainly have been done at the same time, indicating that this was 
deliberately bound from signatures and not from the generally encountered cloth edition. The fact that the title page seems to be of 
the second issue, the text seems to be first issue, and it includes the rare errata half-sheet, points toward Loubat himself being the one 
who had this copy bound, presumably for presentation. At the very least, we can say that this is a copy that includes the first issue text, 
the various supplementary materials, and (for whatever reason) the second issue title page. If Loubat wanted a copy to be specially 
bound that included everything associated with the work as originally published, but which included his most up-to-date titles (as his 
well-known ego would require), this would be the copy he would end up with. Loubat lived until 1927, giving him ample opportunity 
to devise variants on this work. The style of the endpapers in the present volumes strongly suggest a binding date in the 1890s or early 
1900s. George Kolbc, writing in the Winter 2007 issue of The Asylum, mentions three known deluxe, leather-bound copies of Loubat’s 
work: this may well be a fourth.

Paschal comments on the Matthcwson, Warfield and Clarke collections, 
and suggests to Ruby that they see if they may have items available for trading: “By some lucky fluke I might have something that 
interests you and no doubt you have lots of things that I would be keen to trade for if you were willing to try something of the sort. I 
am a pretty reliable and honest trader (as traders go), too and have learned no bad tricks yet. Dr. Wm. says I have no ‘paranoia’ by 
which he means, I s’pose that I haven’t much sense but it aint so really. I know a good penny when I see one.” The second letter 
discusses her and Sheldon’s plans: “We are serious now about getting out of this ‘abcess’ and moving the research project to some 
other center now that the Doc has retired from the medical research at Columbia and will be retiring this year from his Portland 
connections.” Most importantly, she relays the news of the formation of the Parly American Coppers club to Ruby: “A Mr. Herbert 
Silberman of Maplewood New Jersey has organized an Early American Cent Club (1967) and they publish a monthly bulletin called 
‘Penny-Wise’ — They have well over a hundred members and are quite active — Quite a lot of young people and some of the older 
crowd also - We both belong & Maybe you would like to join.” Paschal closes the letter with the news that “Mort Stack died the other 
day in Florida” and that “Walter Breen called me recently to say he was back in New York with his family and expects to stay here for 
awhile - apparently he got his MA degree from U of Cal. in Berkeley (Sociology). Says he’ll be working for Lester Merkin, and other 
dealers too, no doubt.” Most interesting letters.

An unusually nice copy of the genre. The Coin Chart Manna/ began life under the auspices of the Thompson brothers, who published it 
as a supplement to their Rank Note and Commercial Reporter from at least 1848 to 1875, at which point its production was assumed by 
Scott. The 48 plates depict various U.S., Central and South American, European and Asian coins. Most of the rest of the publication is 
composed of ads, including four pages printed on “National Safety Paper,” a security paper designed for bank documents. While the 
text savs that 1877 was its “Forty-First Year,” the cover claims to be the 42nd (these are frequently confused on the Scott issues); 1 
know of no copy actually predating the late 1840s.

Though bearing no imprint, this document, removed from a larger collection of such reports, 
is from the Second Session of the Fourth Congress, and was communicated to the House by 
Jonathan Nicoll Havens on Feb. 13, 1797. The introduction reads: “The committee, to whom 
it was referred to examine and report their opinion on the report of the Director of the Mint, 
communicated to the House by the Secretary of State, and suggesting the expediency of some 
alterations in its establishment, to render it less expensive to the public, and more 
accommodating to depositors, report....” The body of the report discusses the difficulties 
encountered by the Mint in obtaining gold and silver bullion and foreign coins in sufficient 
quantities to establish U.S. coinage as the standard monetary form encountered in the 
marketplace. “It further appears,” the report states, “by the same act for regulating foreign 
<<'ins. that all the foreign gold and silver coins that usually pass current in the United States, are 
made a legal tender for the payment of debt; which must operate so as to prevent, rather than 
to induce the holders of them to bring them to the mint, for the purpose of receiving the 
stamp of the coins of the United States. From this review of the laws relative to the mint, the 
committee are, therefore, of opinion, that, unless a capital, to a moderate amount, can be 
provided from the treasury of the United States, to be employed in purchasing gold and silver 
bullion, and foreign coin, now in circulation, for the purpose of coining it anew, in behalf of 
the public, the mint will continue to be an expensive establishment, without being productive 
of any great public advantage, excepting what may be supposed to be derived from the coinage 
of copper, which, as it has been stated to the committee, produces some small profit to the 
public; the value of the cents and half cents, being somewhat more than the cost of the copper, and the expense of importation.” 
Haven s report was read before the House, and was ordered to be committed to a Committee of the Whole House the week following. 
Rare. 



A Pivotal 1799 Petition against the Mint

the petitioner states, that between the 1st of January and 21st of November, 1795, he deposited in the Mint of the United States, for 
coinage, a quantity of silver bullion, amounting to 230,888 oz. lOdwt. of standard silver, as assayed and calculated by the then Assayer 
of the Mint, at the rate of nine parts fine to one part alloy; and received from the Mint, in coined silver, the same quantity of silver, of 
i he same standard—but that by law, the said silver ought to have been assayed at the rate of 1485 parts fine to 179 parts alloy, and the 
coin delivered in exchange therefor in the same proportion, as by law established—and that by reason of the superior fineness of the 
coin to the standard fixed by law, he has sustained a loss of two thousand, two hundred and sixty dollars and thirty-two cents.” The 
argument behind the case was that the Mint was unlawfully utilizing a different alloy ratio than that prescribed by law: which in fact it 
was. The House of Representatives had already found in favor of the petitioner at the previous session of Congress, but the Senate 
had either disagreed with or postponed the bill, hence its being brought forward again (and ergo the two dates on the title page). 
Vaughan did eventually get his money, through a special act of Congress passed on Feb. 11, 1800. See Taxay, U.S. Mint and Coinage

“The high price of gold and silver bullion, for some time past, in the current paper money of the country, has prevented, and, as long 
as this shall continue to be the case, must necessarily prevent, deposites of these metals being made for coinage, to any considerable 
amount. But a fresh supply of copper having lately been received at the mint, we have again resumed the coinage of cents.” Also 
included in the report are two tables submitted by James Rush, Mint Treasurer, giving the exact 1815 production figures and providing 
an abstract of Mint expenditures for the year.

A remarkable collection of important primary documentation of the establishment and infancy of the San Francisco Mint. The 
California Gold Rush made a local Mint necessary, and it was proposed as early as 1850. Congress approved the establishment of the 
Mint two vears later, with President Millard Fillmore signing the authorization on July 8,1852 (two of the documents included herein 
predate this authorization). The logistics of the task caused delays, with the Mint finally opening its doors on April 3, 1854. As 
numbc; ed in t he descriptit >n above, this group consists of the following: 1) The April 1, 1852 letter is from Secretary of the Treasury' 
Thomas Corwin to Speaker of the 1 louse of Representatives Linn Boyd, and accompanied two proposed plans for building the Mint. 
The construction of the Mint turned out to be difficult for a variety of reasons, and the government ended up simply purchasing a 
ptopertv for use as the first Mint building. 2) The June 8, 1852 document includes a joint resolution of the Senate and Assembly of the 
State >f ('altfornia, signed by John Bigler, of the Office of the Secretary of State, and co-signed by Secretary of State William V. 
Voorhics and Deputy William H R. Wood, petitioning the Congressional delegation from California “to use their utmost endeavors to 
procure the establishment of a branch mint of the United States in this State, at the earliest possible moment.” 3) The August 31, 1852 
letter from Acting Secretary-of the Treasury William L 1 lodge to Speaker Linn Boyd is a very interesting document for a few reasons. 

11 speaks forcefully against the idea being suggested in Washington that $300,000 be the sum allocated for the establishment of the 
Mint, an amount Hodge finds “entirely inadequate.” He argues against the idea that the current Assay Office could be converted to a 
Mint building, saying that “the establishment would always remain more or less incomplete, insecure, and badly arranged.” Hodge 
appends a brief list of estimated expenses to his letter, mostly concerned with the salaries that would be required for personnel, but 
also discussing the difficulties in obtaining acid (the greatest expense listed) for use in the Mint. 4) The January' 9, 1857 report is the 
most substantial of the documents included here, being the record of very detailed examinations of the accounts being submitted for 
the San Francisco Mint by its Director, Peter Lott. Lott had requested considerable additional allocations for various expenses at the 
Mint, expenses which began to be questioned by Secretary of the Treasury James Guthrie. Guthrie appointed a special agent of the 
Treasure Department, J. Ross Browne, who was dispatched to conduct a thorough review of the books of the Mint, paying particular 
attention to expenses that Guthrie found dubious. Browne’s very thorough and descriptive report is of considerable interest, shedding 
light on dav-to-day operations of the early San Francisco Mint. 5) The February 16, 1857 finds Guthrie, writing to W.A. Howard, of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, continuing his discussion of the Mint’s management. Responding to the Committee’s direct 
question, Guthrie rather testily writes, “1 have to say, that in my said letter all the facts in my possession were furnished, and which, it 
was supposed, would enable the committee to form its own judgment upon the subject; but inasmuch as you now ask my opinion on 
the question, it is that, under the circumstances, the appropriation should be made.” 6) The final document, while a good bit later than 
the others, touches on matters going back to the mid-1850s and hence is not out of place among the other documents. Written by 
Secretary of the Treasury' 11. McCulloch to Speaker of the House Schuyler Colfax, it discusses in some detail a few cases of 
embezzlement and defalcation within the Mint, all of them serious. The cases included that of Agoston Haraszthy, a former melter and 
refiner, who had been charged with embezzlement after serious discrepancies were found between the amount of gold dust being 
deposited in the Mint and amount of gold being coined. While Haraszthy was vindicated in both criminal and civil court, the cases 
dragged on for years and took a harsh toll on him (though Fate, declining to think he’d had enough, had him perish in the jaws of a 
Nicaraguan alligator several years later). This collection of documents relating to the early San Francisco Mint is significant for the 
information given on daily Mint activities and for the portrayal of the difficulties of managing such an establishment from the other 
side of the country. All of these documents arc scarce, and their combination here as a group makes them particularly noteworthy.

Alexandre Vattemare (1796-1864) was a remarkable man, being a surgeon, ventriloquist and founder of an international System of 
Exchanges for libraries. Involved with the establishment of the Boston Public library (which featured an exhibit and published a 
collection of essays on him. The lixtravagant Ambassador, in 2007), Vattemare was also a numismatist. His System of Exchanges brought 
him to the United States in 1839-1841 and 1847-1849, where he avidly sought out audiences with politicians and others who might 
help his scheme succeed. The present collection of material records in detail his efforts to develop his system, which included coins 
and medals in the cultural objects to be exchanged. As numbered in the description above, this group consists of the following: 1) The 
1840 1 louse report by Joseph Tillinghast includes a Dec. 10, 1839 letter of Vattemare outlining his System of Exchanges and appends 
a lengthy series of letters from international statesmen and other notables in support of the program. 2) The 1848 Vermont 
publication includes Vattcmare’s address to the State Legislature, messages between members of the Legislature and Vattemare, lists of 
items given by Vattemare to Vermont (including French medals), lists of items proposed to be donated by Vermont, and much else. 3) 
The February 1848 Senate document presents Vattcmare’s letter to the Senate outlining his scheme and requesting their participation; 
it also prints many supporting documents, including notes by the President and Vice-President. 4) The May 1848 House report 
discusses the history of Vattemare’s project, including his efforts in 1840 to obtain the participation of the U.S. government; it also 
contains lists of materials donated by the French government (including medals) to the United States, and a letter by Vattemare 
himself. 5) The August 1848 House document prints a letter from Vattemare, tendering his thanks for their participation and support 
of his system; the letter is followed by related acts, resolutions and letters from prominent government officials concerning the 
program, with lists of publications (including Mint Reports) that were to be given in exchange and ones which had already been 
contributed. 6) The 1848 document by Vattemare is his first report as the Agent for International Exchange for various states, and 
covers the federal government’s actions in support of the scheme, the actions of the state legislatures, and the development of the 
plan, outlining the ways it would be put into operation. 7) The proceedings of the 1847 meeting in Albany, like the earlier volume from 
Vermont, does much to demonstrate the depth of Vattemare’s efforts and the zeal with which he carried out his mission. Vattemare 
was in attendance at this meeting, and the bulk of the pamphlet is devoted to recording his remarks, which discuss his project, the 
progress made and the difficulties encountered. 8) Perhaps the most significant document in this collection from a numismatic 
perspective is the 1853 Paris publication. Vattemare was interested in far more than exchanging materials for libraries. His letter to 
Hamlin (who would later serve as Vice-President under Lincoln) touches on exchanges of weights and measures and exhibits 
Vattemare’s interest in the development of what would today be called international standards. Mann’s reports spends a few pages on 
money, describing the F'rench decimal coinage system. Most importantly (from our perspective), the booklet contains a “memoir on 
french |r;Vj coins and coinage, of which Mr Durand, Commissioner general of coins and medals, is the author.” This report, titled 
“Report on the Fabrication of F'rench Coins,” also concerns the F'rench decimal monetary system, but goes into more detail about 
French mint processes and standards, and includes a double-page table. The engraved folding plate illustrates apparatus used in the 
verification of weights and measures. Mostly bilingual, the reports by Silberman and Durand are in English only. This collecuon of 
works is important for the light it sheds on Vattcmare’s important efforts, and contains much of interest to the numismatic researcher. 

All of these publications are scarce, with those issued by parties other than the federal government being rare.

A very rare colonial American imprint featuring a table giving the conversion rates of 
various circulating silver and gold coins in Massachusetts “Old Ten,” “Lawful Money” 
and Sterling. “Early American Imprints” are traditionally held to be American 
publications of any sort from before 1801; they are all scarce or rare and arc avidly 
collected. Imprints from before the Revolutionary War arc considerably scarcer. Besides 
the usual calculations of eclipses, lunar cycles, weather forecasts, tides and the like, this 
almanac notes such dates as King George’s birthday, general elections, the anniversary of 
the 1766 repeal of the Stamp Acts, religious holidays and university commencements. 

Other topics include a long commentary on astrology, and information on the court 
systems and roads between various towns — the general hodge-podge one expects in an 
almanac. Publisherjohn Carter (1745-1814) learned the printers’ trade as an apprentice 
to Benjamin Franklin, and was an important early American printer. Benjamin West 
(1730-1813) was an astronomer (having observed the transit of Venus on June 3, 1769) 
and a prolific calculator of almanacs, who went on to be elected to the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences. This 1771 almanac was probably published in October 
1770, as it is advertised in the Providence Gazette (which Carter also printed) on Oct. 27, 

1770. A rare and significant early specimen of an American almanac with a numismatic connection. The notes throughout mostly 
record the weather and the fall’s harvest, as well as other agricultural concerns (“kild hogs 9 day,” records December). Evans 11934 
(citing 32 pages in error: this copy has been confirmed as complete); Alden’s Rhode Island Imprints 436; Drake’s Almanacs of the United 
States 12829.

Either Heath 
inconsistently issued them or their survival rate has been terrible, for Sklow estimated that fewer than two dozen are known today. The 
1852 Hungarian Fund notes were printed in Philadelphia in support of the political movement being led by Lajos Kossuth, who visited 
the United States and enjoyed tremendous popularity.

Part house organ, 
part unofficial supplement to the American journal of Numismatics , part scandal sheet and yellow journalism, Numisma played a role in the 
hobby of the late 19th century that could not be compared to that of any publication today.

The Historical Magazine 

First appearing in January 1857, The Historical Magazine was an important early source of numismatic 
information, and is mentioned in the “Introductory” of the first issue of the American Journal of Numismatics as 
being one of the primary American sources for information on coins. It featured articles by a number of 
prominent numismatists, reviewed numismatic books and reported on the various societies. The inclusion 
below of a number of unbound issues in the original wraps is unusual: the wraps were usually discarded in 
binding and contain much interesting information.

Indeed, this was the first American numismatic sale to be published afterwards with printed buyers’ 
names. The buyers included many prominent numismatists, with Cogan, Kline, Appleton, Bushnell, Strowbridge (sit), Wiggin, 
Woodward, Ten Eyck and others all appearing in the roster. The inserted engraving of Allan by H.B. Hall is the same as that used in 
the 1864 Bradford Club memorial volume, and was possibly removed from a copy for insertion here: it is an exquisite rendering of its 
subject. While the bulk of Allan’s collections were non-numismatic, the sale was the most important book sale to have taken place in 
America at the time, and is one of the most important sales of its kind in the entire century. The 5278 lots brought $37,698.26, a 
staggering amount, Allan’s coins and medals comprise lots 4232 to 4451* (Attinelli gets this wrong), and include a rare medal of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, purchased by Woodward for $130 and a Columbian Order medal in silver, sold also to Woodward for S85. Other 
early American coins and medals balance some British and ancient material. While the numismatic content is overwhelmed by the 
awesome quality of the library, it would have made for a small but decent sale on its own (Attinelli cites an offprint of the numismatic 
portion).

A legendary rarity, and of enormous importance for colonial and state coinages, most especially the New Jersey coppers. Best known 
today for his seminal work on the Newjersey pieces, Maris also is credited with the first serious works on the die varieties of 1794 
U.S. large cents. The sale appears to have generated some controversy. Maris issued a circular on May 15, 1886, announcing that his 
collection was to be sold at the auction house of Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia. Maris writes in this circular that “The most 
important of the Colonials will comprise my entire collection of the coins of Newjersey. This will include specimens, or copies of all 
known New Jerseys, of undoubted genuineness, together with some counterfeits of that period. Also, those which were struck over 
the Connecticut, Vermont, Nova Constellatio, English, Irish and French coppers; one in brass; one in a mixed metal; one with a small 
piece of silver in the plow handle; and many other pieces showing fracture of the dies.” In an unusual move, Maris catalogued his 
collection himself. This apparently irritated some coin dealers, who resented this intrusion onto their turf. The October 1886 issue of 
r ported that, “although the name of a New York dealer [Smith] was placed on the title page, that 
gentleman did ‘not own a single piece in it,’ and Dr. Maris was ‘driven to the necessity of placing it there by the attitude of other 
dealers, who protested against a collector cataloguing his own collection.’” It is notable that Smith’s name appears only on the 
separately printed ‘Preface,” and not in the catalogue itself (though some copies |see next| do have “With the Compliments of H.P. 
Smith” printed on the title). Charles Davis, in his catalogues of the Champa library, has suggested that it was the Chapman brothers 
who protested at Maris preparing his own catalogue, noting that they ceased holding their auction sales at Henkels shortly after this 
sale. Smith’s Preface acknowledges “material assistance from the owner, in the preparation of the Catalogue.” (There are also 

lces throughout the sale referring to Maris in the third person, though these may have been written by Mans.) Smith discusses 
the issue of plated catalogues, stating that “I have had 50 Catalogues made, containing six plates.” It is generally felt that far fewer than 
this were issued, as the number of surviving copies has been estimated as fewer than ten. The plates are outstanding artotypes, of 
superior quality to those in most sales of the period, and illustrate U.S. federal coins (mostly early silver, large cents and half cents), 
pattern coins (including an important group of 1877 half dollars), and, of course, some of the most important Newjersey coppers 
(which take up the last two plates, and include the 21-R not included in Maris’s masterwork, as well as others that Maris notes as being 
superior to those on his famous plate). The New Jersey coppers were purchased en masse by T. Harrison Garrett through his agent 
Ilarold Newlin for $551 (he had been offered the collection directly by Maris for $1,000 earlier). One of the most important sales of 
the 19th century , beautifully hand-bound by Harcourt Bindery.

This simple mailer, cheaply and inexpertly produced, was sent from 
Texas in late March 1992 to a number of the leading lights of the hobby, advertising an auction of numismatic books and catalogs (“a 
few going back to the 1820’s”). Hints were dropped in the flyer to allow the knowledgeable recipient to deduce that what was being 
offered was the library of legendary Fort Worth coin dealer B. Max Mehl. “Many 100’s of lots, recently discovered,” promised the 
flyer. “From A long deceased dealer. Old coin books. Many old catalogs in bcautiful%athers, though a number marked up with prices 
and various names. Nice photos in a number.” The date on which the sale was to take place, in addition to the unusual appellation of 
the seller (M.N. Daycius = mendacious) led some to rightfully conclude that this was an April Fool’s joke being played on the 
numismatic fraternity. Others were quite convinced that this was the find of a lifetime. The perpetrator has neither been revealed nor 
‘fessed up, though suspicions tend to focus on one or two individuals whom discretion declines to name. The various clues and 
multiple levels of meaning in the flyer’s text are revealing both of the composer’s knowledge of his victims and his sense of humor.

For later 
works, obviously used though undamaged. 

Good: More heavily worn items. If an older paper-covered item, may have severe chipping, a bad spine, or be 
soiled or stained in some fashion. Serious faults are always noted. 

Reading copy. An item suitable for reading and research purposes, but in poor condition, possibly missing covers 
(though textually complete), exhibiting tears, etc. Again, serious faults are always noted.
